— Thc Dcad Weight tonnage handled at the 
Port during 1958 - 59 was 11,752,000 of which Imports account 
ed for 8 , 419 ,000 tony and Exporus 9 ,999 ,000 Lois. Ihc cor 
responding Juport and Export Figures during 1957-58 were 
9 ,302 ,000 and 3 ,808 ,000 tons respectively totalling 19 ,110 ,000 
tors. Thc decline under Imports in 1958 -59 as compared 
with the previous year was mainly accounted for under Food 
Grains ( 4 .

The working of the Bombay Port Trust Railway during 
1958 - 59 resulied in a dcficit of Rs 80 .21 lacs as against Rs. 7.64 
lacs in the previous year. This is accounted for by the fall 
in revenue coupled with increascal expenditure on establish 
inent, cost of operation and maintenance of diesel focomo 
tives, renewal of permanent way and capital debt charges due 
to the purchase of dicsel locos.
